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March 1 9...a day of celebration... but why? 



In 1 836, a village in St. Louis was commonly 
called, "Empty Pocket" because of the pov- 
erty of it's residents. The people lived in log 
huts and most earned their living as woodcut- 
ters. There were no schools in the village. It 
was at this time that the first Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet came from France to 
open a school in this village which later 
became known as Carondelet. From the tiny 
log cabin that became the first home of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph in America the order 
has grown and today numbers nearly 3,500. 

In 1866, these pioneer women came to Kan- 
sas City to establish the first school in this 
city. This establishment eventually became 
known as St. Teresa’s Academy and Avila Col- 
lege. In 1874, the sisters began the first private 
hospital west of the Mississippi River.St. 
Joseph Hospital... the oldest private hospital 
in Kansas City. 

Kansas City has been a city of progress and 
the Sisters of St. Joseph have been progress- 
ing as they meet the needs of the Church in 
this city . Today;, the sisters are also serving at 
Catholic Worker House, in social service 
agencies, and in various parish ministry 
programs.
